■t- Darwin moved east with bis fam- 
about ths year 1870, and shortly after 
bln oonstng East took up bis residence at 
Bloomfield, wham he resided almost con- 
tlauouely from that Urns until bla death. 

Probably no man In Bloomfield was 
better known than Mr. Darwin. He was 
of tall, oossmending figure, of gaols 
temperament and a man of the moat In- 
tanne energy. For a number of years he 
waa Identified with the Allen Paper Car 
Wheal Company and waa tta first Presi¬ 
dent, and It was due largely to his untir¬ 
ing efforts thst that Company achieved Its 
very marked susceaa, and In ths service 
of this Compsoy Mr. Darwin first Injured 
hts theretofore perfect health. 

After his retirement from the presi¬ 
dency of toe Allen PsperCar Wheel Com¬ 
pany. Mr. Darwin became toe President 
of the Strong Locomotive Company and 
prominently Identified with a number of 
other Industrial corporatiuoa, (o which he 
devoted hliuself with all that seal and In- 
dimtry which waa so characteristic of 
him.
